• Bouncing off the moon's surface back to 
earth.

So prom ising are the prospects for lasers in 
the Space Age ihat 400 companies are estim ated 
to be now in the laser business -either m anufac­ 
ture or research. The Defense l>epartm ent is 
frantically interested in lasers, which may turn 
out to be "death ray s,” form erly known only to 
scicnce-fiction. 
Up until now. lasers have been produced by 
directing a special light through ruby crystals or 
sim ilar substances. Tile process is complex, and 
the efficiency of the devices has stood at only one 
or two per cent. 
But a m ajor breakthrough has now been m ade 
in the development of a sm all, relatively cheap, 
high-etTiciency laser.

Behind these 
immediate factors is the understandable re­ 
sentment of the British at the turn history 
has taken, a turn which has reduced the 
British Empire to a nation in the second 
rank of military power. 
The British government has been goad­ 
ed into the rather extravagant assertion 
that if we abandon the Skybolt project 
there will have to be an “agonizing reap­ 
praisal’’ of the Anglo-American alliance. It 
has even been hinted that this reappraisal 
might extend to agreements on bomber 
bases and the Polaris submarine base in 
Britain. 
The unlikelihood that such an implied | 
thi*eat would ever be carried out robs it of j 
some of its gravity. Dismantling of the 
bases on British soil would hurt Britain far: 
more than the United States. 
It does not follow that we ought to laugh 
off the British reaction and go ahead, willy 
nily, with plans to pull out of the Skybolt 
program.

Moderate Growth 
Much of the new confidence is 
based on the belief that the ad­ 
ministration and the Congress* will 
work out some form of tax relief— 
and reasonably early in the up­ 
coming session. 
A cut in the corporate income

Cities That Are 


Worlds Apart 


Mr. and Mrs. Lamont Marvin

Marvin made the trip at the re­ 
quest of the U. S. Deportment of 
A viculture

United States fruit industry at 
the Brussels International Food 
Fair. 
Follow ins: are Mrs. Marvin s 
d is -n ations on the interesting 
trip: 
“On a misty morning late rn 
autumn, we were airborne for 
Brussels. This mist was to follow 
us for weeks, to add enchant­ 
ment to the ancient city gates 
ar.d buildings of Brussels, to ob­ 
scure some of the sad scenes be­ 
yond the Berlin wall and to con­ 
fine us for two days in the Ham­ 
burg airport. 
“What seemed a few hours, 
though literally five, landed us 
at 
the airport 
of this time- 
touohed and beautiful city. One 
of the most beautifully lighted 
cities 
of Europe, 
where even 
noons have a iewel sparkle, wel­ 
come seemed everywhere in the 
air. 
The Metronole, where we 
staved, is very old and massive, 
with great lobby columns of pink 
marble and lavish with flowers 
sn brilliant and big I touched 
them to see if real. 
Capital of Europe 
“Because 
of 
tho 
Common 
M arket, Brussels Is fast becom­ 
ing the capital of Europe. In 
this busy, bustling, bursting city 
our hotel seemed a cross-roads of 
the world. 
Dark Africans, be­ 
cause Belgium still retains a kind 
of motherhood over manv of her 
freed colonies, were fully pres­ 
ent. Always in groups of three, 
delegations appeared, some blue- 
black with features of African 
sculpture, some with regal pro­ 
files. pale coffee In tone, obvious­ 
ly of Arab trace. Perfectly tail­ 
ored. 
exceedingly 
polite, 
they 
snoke in low tones in perfect 
French, the national language of 
Belgium. 
“On several afternoons when 
the sun had burned away the 
gentle mist of morning, I ven­ 
tured 
to 
the Fair. Luncheon 
was unnecessary because hand­ 
some pavilions from many na­ 
tions housed booths of familiar 
and 
unfamiliar foods 
of 
the 
world. The temptation to taste 
was offered at each, from choco­ 
lates as only Belguim and Swit­ 
zerland 
can 
make 
them, 
to 


cheese to caviar. The Belgians, 
whose loves seem to be food, 
flowers, birds and leisure, though 
a highly industrious people, of­ 
fered an ideal audience. Highly 
impressed with many American 
products, the Belgian housewives 
avoided our famous mixes — 
these are too far advanced. They 
cook exclusively with sweet but­ 
ter, rich cream, make their own 
chocolate fresh from the cocoa 
bean and measure in grams and 
kilos, 
rather than by cup or 
spoon. Food shopping is a daily 
ritual because refrigeration has 
not reached our modem stand­ 
ards. 
Flowers Everywhere 
“Flowers bloomed everywhere 
—in parks, 
borders, 
windows, 
high around lamp posts, even in 
cabs. A few francs bought a 
great armful of roses. 
The cut 
flowers come in from Holland 
and each Saturday morning a 
huge flower market moves into 
the Grand Place, a 
thousand 
year-old enormous square. On 
Sunday mornings, the bird mar­ 
ket of canaries, carrier pigeons 
and 
exotic 
birds, 
moves 
in. 
Vendors sit under great colored 
umbrellas and display their of­ 
ferings. 
"Walking in Brussels, because 
of the cobblestones and often 
very- narrow- streets, was a chal­ 
lenge to American-made heels. 
Atter a week one learns a kind 
of feeling-with-foot walk. 
But 
walking was a worse hazard be­ 
cause of the wild, rapid traffic. 
Gasoline being very costly, most 
of the cars are tiny and they, 
along with motorcycles, bicycles 
and trams are the transporta­ 
tion. All race through curling 
streets 
at 
unbelievable speed. 
Many of the streets in the heart 
of the city are so narrow that 
two cannot walk abreast. 
Atmosphere of Peace 
It was in this atmosphere of 
ace and plenty and good will, 
or the Belgians are a hearty, 
active and friendly group, that 
news of the Cuban crisis broke. 
Many Americans took off imme­ 
diately for home and the hotel 
bulletin board was 
constantly 
crowded 
with 
announcements. 
While the world wondered, we, 
too, wondered whether to make 
for home or on to Berlin. Our 
president’s strong stand decided 
for us and on that occasion a 
Belgian army officer came up to 
my husband and said: "Your Mr. 
Kennedy is a brave man.” So 
goodbye to Brussels with its 
bounty and ancient beauty and 
on to Berlin. 
Three air corridors lead to 
Berlin — from Hanover, Ham­ 
burg and Frankfurt. We went 
via the latter and were the only 
Americans on 
the 
plane. 
To 
reach 
the 
Templehof 
airport, 
planes must fly over East Berlin 
and 
West 
Berlin, 
and 
at 
a 
check point in the skies, the 
flight captain must identify his 
line by flashing iights. because 
the 
corridors 
are 
restricted. 
Coming in for a landing at night, 
the lighting below us looked poor 
and sparse. Then suddenly the 
brilliant lights of Templehof and 
West Berlin! Then to the Hilton 
Hotel, very luxurious and lovely 
in a modern way, built in 1954, 
it seemed to exemplify the new 
West Berlin, women with smart 
coiffures, rich furs and jewels, 
opulent-looking men.

Is a Deadly Eye 


To achieve success in his pro­ 
fession, 
the 
w-riter * needs 
a 
“deadly eye”, Edmund Gilligan, 
Bearsville 
novelist 
and 
short 
story writer, told Onteora High 
School seniors last week. 
A highly successful author for 
the past 40 years, Gilligan des­ 
cribed the deadly eye as “one 
that cannot only see, but also 
feel and judge, and then trans­ 
mit those feelings through im­ 
ages of mind, the heart, hearing, 
sight, smell and touch.” 
“Every word in a story should 
make the reader sense the sit­ 
uation and identify himself with 
the characters of the the play.” 
said Gilligan. It Is more effec­ 
tive, he explained, to speak of 
the “hermit thrush" than of a 


“‘bird,” since the mental image 
evoked will then be a specific 
one. 
A regular contributor to Sat­ 
urday Evening Post, Tine and 
other nationally read magazines, 
Gilligan, an impressive laking 
man with a large Boston Irish 
wit regaled his eager listeners 
with the story of his first ad­ 
venture in the realm of writing. 
A Legendary Start 
When he was 12-years-old, he 
told the seniors, his friends and 
he were faced with the problem 
of raising money for trapping, 
until their fearless leader struck 
upon a great idea. One of them 
would enter a short story- con­ 
test sponsored by a Boston news­ 
paper which offered a $10 first 
prize. That one was Gilligan, 
chosen because of those A’s re 
ccived in English composition. 
Not 
one 
to 
disappoint 
his 
friends. Gilligan sat down at an 
old 
typewriter in 
their barn- 
meeting-pJace and soon a story 
emerged — a story, they then 
hastened 
to tell the budding 
author, that must be signed with 
a female’s name, since the con­ 
test was open only to women. 
Their ingenuity knew- no hounds 
and in moments they had joined 
a girl friends name—Lily—and 
the name of a nearby estate — 
Lyman — and Edmund Gilligan 
won the prize and his debut in 
the literary- world as “Lily Ly­ 
man.” 
Enlarging on his admonition to 
create the proper Image. Gilligan 
referred to a recent Saturday- 
Evening Post story of his en­ 
titled.

P a rt of the beauty of the Christm as season is the observance 
of various traditions. These tradition* com e to us from all parts 
of the world. In the next few days before Christm as, I d like 
to tell you about a few of them. 
Visions of the wassail bowl, plum pudding and yule log all 
come to mind when we envision Christm as in Britain. In the olden 
days, the wassail bowl, m ixture of hot ale, spices and toasted 
apples was prepared—for friends. Before chinking, this greeting 
was exclaimed: "Love and joy come to you 
and to your wassail 
too " 
Although most of the brilliance of the C hristm as holidays in 
G reat Britain has been lost, thi ie are many traditions still ob­ 
served. One of them is the plum pudding. Plum puddings have 
abv ays been associated with British Yuletide feasts. One supersti­ 
tion declares th a t a pudding eaten before C hristm as brings bad 
luck. A fter the holiday, however, it brings good luck. 
Every locality has its own traditional foods. In Ireland—or at 
least in some parts, they still indulge in drinking w hat is known as 
Lamb's Wool. It is m ade by bruising roasted apples and mixing 
the juice with ale or milk. This drink, together w ith apples and 
nuts is considered indispensable on C hristm as Eve. 
At Q ueens College, Oxford, the boar’s head is carried in with 
tire traditional carol: “The Ixmr's head in hand bear I, bedeck’d 
w ith bays and rosem ary. And I pray you, my m asters, be m erry." 
Another old folk belief is that 'Tw elve Days’* between C hrist­ 
mas and Epiphany are a m irror of the next 12 months Some 
people will eat a mince pie or plum pudding on each of the fateful 
days to insure good fortune and prosperity for the coming year. 
Generally speaking, however, the B rit.sh celebrate Christm as 
much the same wray as we The Christm as tree is popular, having 
also been introduced to England by the Germans. Christm as Eve is 
a time for children’s parties. The high point of the evening is when 
F ather Christm as (counterpart to cur Santa Claus) rushes in w ith 
presents,
